The old two-story home, ine 
sured for $18,000 and its con- 
tents, valued at $4,000, were 
determined to be a total loss 
by the Upland Fire Department. 

“T'm just thankful we all got 
out,’ said Mrs, Rapp. 

Six - year old Margaret Rapp 
was admitted to Kaiser Hospi- 
tal in stable condition for treat- 
ment of smoke inhalation. 

Margaret was sleeping in an 
upstairs bedroom, and was last 
to leave the burning house. 

Smoke from the fire, which 
started downstairs in a utility 
room, was detected by the young~- 
est Rapp boy, He woke up his 
his brothers and the three slid 
down a pole next to the house, 


They believed their sister was 
sleeping downstairs with their 
mother, ‘ 


“If all the other kids had been 
home, we’d have never gotten 
them all out,”” said Mrs, Rapp. 

Away for the Thanksgiving 
weekend, were Mrs, Creekmore 
and all of her children, aged 
3, 4, 6 and 7. 

The fire department attributed 
the fire to a faulty electrical 
wire in the utility room, Fire- 
men reported that the fire may 
have been smoldering for a half- 
hour before it was noticed by 
the Rapp family.

Complaining that the EPA had 
given local governments just two 
days to reply to the smog re- 
duction plan the Mayor quoted 
from the telegram saying ““The 
plan is completely unworkable, 
impractical and unenforceable,’ 
The telegram also states that 
the council felt the ‘enforcement 
of the regulations would require 
a police and supervisory force 
of unimaginable proportions,” 

Stating that “‘the Upland City 
Council wishes to go on record 
strongly disaproving of the regu- 
lations as proposed, the telegram 
also indicated that ‘‘the council+ 
men expressed the feeling that 
your regulations may have been 
proposed as a ‘shock therapy’ 
ro stimulate public reaction and 
that you couldn’t possibly be ser- 
ious about such a proposal,” 

In an explanation of the plan 
as it would affect Upland, City 
Manager Elwin (Pinky) Alder ine 
dicated that the new plan Was an 
enforcement of the Clean Air 
Act of 1970, 

‘Tt has nothing to do with en- 
ergy conservation,’ Alder said, 
“its purpose is to clean the air 
and get the cars off the streets,” 

Alder noted that the first phase 
of the proposal eould be to im- 
plement a ®ur-charge on free 
parking for lots of five or more 
spaces to exclude mass transit, 
residential or employee parking. 

Alder confined his remarks 
to the effect on Upland noting that 
the proposal calls for the contri+~ 
bution of $180,00 per year per 
parking stall to be placed into 
a local mass transit fund, The 
$180 fee would be implemented 


in July of next year for cities 
of 100,000 population or more, 
However, the fee would increase 
yearly as the coverage increased 
and by 1976 when all cities re- 
gardiess of population have fo 
contribute the fee will be $450 per 
year per atall, Upland has 280 
parking stalls that would be af- 
fected amounting to a total of 
$126,000 to be collected by the 
surcharge yearly, 

Alder alao noted that Upland 
residents would be faced with a 
25¢ per hour surcharge on me~ 
ter parking in 1976 above the 
usual cost of metered parking. 

rhe EPA proposal also calls 
for employers to charge employ- 
eea ag much as $2,50 per day 
to park in the lot at their place 
of business, However, if the em- 
ployee takes a fellow worker to 
work with him the cost is cut 
in half, and if three people ride 
in the same car the parking is 
free, 

In reference to the system of 
levying parking fees on car pool 
employees, Haldeman said ‘“talk 
about descrimination, boy, this is 
it. 


At the special meeting of the 
City Council held Wednesday 
Nov, 28 it was moved to send 


one of the councilmen to @ pub- 
lic hearing on the federal amog

Frank Arena: On ‘Clean Air’ 


Speaking to members of the Up- 
land Chamber of Commerce at 
their monthly breakfast meeting 
local Ford Agency owner, Frank 
Arena, advocated ‘fighting back”” 
the mounting consumerist trend 
to place controls on the Ameri- 
can businessman, 

‘The consumerist groups are a 
major threat to our economic 
system,’ Arena said, ‘‘The small 
vocal group of far out activists 
that badger congress for re- 
strictions and control of private 
industry are leading the way for 
galloping socialism,’’ 

Arena, who has operated his 
dealership on Foothill Blvd, since 
1971, advocated a loosening of 
control on private businesses in 
order that the businesses may 
police themselves, 

Arena indicated that the Am- 
erican peaple should not be 
swayed by the ‘‘alarmist’’ talk on 
pollution and the decaying envi- 
ronment when in fact the quality 
of our air, according to Arena, 
has improved, over that of ten 
years ago. 

Arena said, ‘‘The time for ac- 
commodation (to the consumerist 
groups) is past, it is time tofight 
back,” 

In his remarks, Arena singled 
out Ralph Nader as one of the most 
harmful of consumerists attrib- 
uting remarks made by Nader as 
advocating complete take-over of 
private industry by the federal 
government, 

According to Arena, the con- 
sumerists are ‘‘not interested in 
cooperating with industry; 
they’re not interested in clean- 
ing up the house, they want the 
house!’

Planning Sessions Set 
On SB Park Bond Funds 


Ihe san Bernardino County 
Regional Parks Commission is 
currently conducting a series 
of meetings with recreation 
and parks departments and dis- 
tricts throughout the County to 
develop a distribution plan for 
funds proposed under the State 
Beach, Recreational and Histor- 
ical Facilities Bond Act of 1974. 

The $250 million bond act will 
be submitted to the voters ‘as 
proposition one in next year’s 
June primary election and, if 


approved, would provide $90 mil- 
lion to counties and $3,017,587 
to San Bernardino County. 

The bond act calls for each 
county to consult with all ci- 
ties and districts within its 
boundaries which are authorized 
to provide park and recreation 
services, in order to develo 
a “‘priority plan for expenditure 
of the county’s allocation of the 
funds. 

The priority plan, which is to 
be submitted to the State by 
June 30, must be approved by 
the County Board of Supervisors

Maude Gerry was born in the 
latter part of 1887 in what was 
then known as North Ontario 
now Upland, She is reported 
to be the first child born in 
Upland, 

Now at 86 Maude resides in 
an apartment on 9th St, and is 
active in the Upland Women’s 
Club, the Upland Presbyterian 
Church and the Eastern Star, 

Being the youngest of the six 
Gerry girls, Maude also had 
three brothers in California who 
later became builders in the 
tradition of their father, John 
Gerry built their first home on 
Euclid berween 18th and 19th 
Sts, and later moved the family 
closer to town constructing their 


ENERGY CRISIS 


West End Willing To 
Meet Nixon ‘Halfway’ 


West End residents have in- 
dicated a willingness to meet 
the President ‘‘halfway’’ on his 
Suggested energy conservation 
measures but have: drawn the line 
short of carpooling. 

Approximately 80 students 
participated in the survey con= 
ducted on Foothill Blvd, between 
Mountain and Campus Aves, last- 
week, Motorists and and pedes- 
trians were asked to reply to 
questionnaires while shopping or 
waiting for a fill-up at gas sta~ 
tions. 

More than 200 people were 
questioned and those giving their 
opinions favored voluntary re=- 
duction of house lights 6 to l. 
Those in favor of reducing the 
amount of energy needed by turn- 
ing off household appliances were 
in the majority approximately & 
to 2. 

However, when asked if they 
would cosider car-pooling to save 
gasoline, an overwhelming ma- 
jority replied negatively. 

Most of the people polled fa- 
vored car - pooling for someone 
else but indicated that they either 
had too many groceries, Or too 
little time to combine their 
shopping trips with a neighbor, 

According to Bescoby, the stu- 
dents were impressed by the 
number of persons who had dif- 
fident attitudes about the cri- 
sis or knew nothing of it at 
all, Also the students received 
unexpected replys concerning the 
origin of the energy shortage, 
ranging from Watergate cover- 
ups to the withholding of huge 
supplies by major oil companies 
for an increase in prices, 

On the county level, the Board 
of Supervisors recently voted to 
initiate immediate energy con- 
servation moves, The conserva= 
tion measure reduces the speed 
limit of county vehicles to 55 
miles per hour and lower there 
mostats in county buildings to 
68 degrees, 

The board also instructed 
County Administrator Robert 
Covington to implement a car 
pool for government employees 
is expected to be in operation 
within a month, 

The board will also be meeting

Republican Lt, Gov, Ed Rein- 
ecke has advocated the reduction 
of state speed limits to 50 miles 
an hour, and has followed through 
by signing an energy conse rvation 
Executive Order that applies to 
the State Government’ s operation 
of motor vehicles, 

In addition to the 10 percent 
saving by the 50 mile speed lim- 
it, Reinecke said he will issue 
a further Executive Order di- 
recting each State Department 
to trim motor vehicle fuel ‘con- 
sumption by another 10 percent. 

State Senate Democratic Lead- 
er George R, Moscone has taken 
a different approach to the en- 
ergy crisis by calling for a 
‘guaranteed minimum energy al- 
lowance’’ for every Californian, 

“We must not let the govern- 
ment use this energy crisis as 
an excuse to ask the little guy 
to pay for years of catering to 


special interests, Moscone 
said, : 
Under Moscone 8 proposed 


‘energy bill of rights every 
household “would be able to 
purchase a guaranteed minimum 
allowance of gas and electricity 
for basic needs at a reasonable 
rate,” said Moscone, “But over 
the basic allotment consumers 
would have to pay @ higher rate 
per unit of energy.

Deapite the recent tree re- 
moval Buclid Ave, continues to 
be the main thoroughfare for Up- 
land as it did in the past, Mra, 
Grahame well remembers ridin 
the mule car up and down Buclic 
ro Ontario, “The car was driven 
by mules up to 24th S&,,” Mra, 
Grahame said, “‘then a platform 
was lowered on the back and 
the mules were put on, The 
car would then go by gravity, 
1 guess, all the way down to 
Ontario, The fare was 5 cents,” 

“In my life,” said Mra, Gra- 
hame “‘l have seen the introduce 
tion of electricity into our homes 
the first automobiles, planes and 
home appliances right up to men 
landing on the moon,” 

Not all of Maude Grahame’s 
memories are good onea, While 
still a baby, Maude was carried 
from her home along with the 
rest of the children to spend 
the night in a ditch protected 
by Bucalyptus trees during the 
terrible wind of 1887, Neigh- 
bors feared the houses would 
topple during the storm, and 
after seeking refuge in the 
stronger Gerry-built Rouse, cone 
vineed the Gerry family that being 
outside would satillbe safer, They 
all spent a freezing night hud- 
dled in blankets, only to return 
to their homes the next day,

land have almost single-handed- 
ly kept the small Navajo Indian 
reservation of Indian Wells, north 
of Holbrook, Arizona, alive for 
the past four years, 

With the aid of the local Pres- 
byterian church and other Up- 
land residents, the Mc Coys have 
managed tO acquire, wash and 
mend hundreds of pounde of bad+ 
ly needed clothes for the pover- 
ty stricken Indians, 

Deliveries of clothing, hard- 
ware and foodstuffs were made 
in the family car, sometimes in 
caravans with other Upland do# 
nors making monthly and some- 
times weekly trips to the 
desert. 

After standing neglected for 
four years, the reservation haa 
recently received new mission+ 
aries, Mr, and Mra, John Cook, 
who are both of Navajo descent, 

rhe Cook’s are bringing not 
only spiritual help but practi- 
cal experience in carpentry, 
welding and construction to ime« 
prove the living conditions on 
the reservation, 

The Mc Coys are not out of 
the picture, but have turned their 
home from a clothing collection 
point to a holding area for do- 
nated building equipment, tools, 
hardware and household items 
now needed by the Indians for 
their Self-Help projects,

dino, 

he Marines will accept for do« 
nation any new or repairable toys 
that are unwrapped, They also ace 
cept items that toys or clothing 
can be made out of, including bolts 
of material. 

**We sort of center this thing,”’ 
he said, The Marines put out cole 
lection boxes at many locations, 
and then collect them when 
they’re full, They also make 
pick-ups from community organe 
izations, They encourage service 
organizations to collect toys also, 

‘It’s an all-out effort to get 
the community involved too, since 
it’s as much their project as tt 
is the Marine Corp Reserves’,”’ 
said Captain L, J, Bender of the 
San Bernardino Training Center,
